Farmere throughout sections in 
the bacteria during the vast two year 
and the results have proved sinply mar- 
velous. From two to 20 fuld crove have 
fwen grown on these vaccinated lands. 
Worthless, barren ground, literally tov 
poor t grow weeds, has been vaccinated 
and made to produce crops four times a» 
large as those taken from the average 
. unvaccinated evils. 

A field of poor ground was divided inte 
balves, and one of the halves was vaccin- 
ated by the new method. The untreated 
half of the field produced only 200 
pounds of clover tothe acre, The inocu- 
bated tield produced 2,000 pounds to the 
acre. 

To understand the simple principle of 
this revolution in agriculture it is necess- 
ary only tobear in wind that nitiegen ir 
oue of tue chief foodeof planta. Putaeh, 
iron, etc., a plant must have to thrive, 
but nitrogen is one of the most import- 
ant of all the elements in plant diet. 

Ordinarily, planta take their nitrogen 
out of the ground through tbe medium 
uf their roots, and euch eyccessive crop 
udrawa on the nitrogen supply of the soil, 
go that, unless the drain is oalanced by 
putting back just eo much of the valuable 
food, the ground will become lean and 
poor and, eventually, uselese. Up to 
now, the metiod of putting back the 
nitrogen exhausted by the crops has 
been by using fertilizers. 

From earlicet times it has been recog: 
tized that most exhausted vile, if per- 
muitted tu rest for a few seasons, would
